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ELIMINATES RIGHT TURNS ON RED LIGHTS 


New York City adopted a new set of traffic ordinances the 
latter part of December which includes a section pertaining to 
elimination of right turns on red lights. New York City has been 
one of the few places that has strictly adhered to this non- 
uniformed practice. Thanks to John Gibala and a number of others 
this has been written out of the New York City traffic laws. No 
longer will it be possible for such turns to be made unless per- 
mitted to do so by green arrows, police officers or special signs. 
To those more interested in the detailed changes of the New York

TRAFFIC SIGNAL IMPROVEMENT IN PHILADELPHIA 


Bob Mitchell sends us the following: 


The recent approval by W.P.A. Authorities of a traffic 
signal project for the city of Philadelphia will enable traffic 
officials to completely signalize several important streets in 
the central business district with progressive traffic signal 
systems that will help speed up vehicular traffic and reduce con- 
gestion and accidents. The total cost of the project will be 
$287,000 of which Philadelphia will contribute $32,000. Some of 
the more important streets to be signalized are Chestnut and 
Walnut Streets from 5th to 23rd Streets; Race and Vine Streets 
from the entrance of the Delaware River Bridge to 22nd Street; 
the interconnection of the signals on the Parkway so they can be 
better controlled by a master timer in City Hall; and the signali- 
gation of fourteen additional intersections on. North Broad ‘treet 
from Roosevelt Boulevard to the County Line. 


The installation of traffic signals on Chestnut, “alnut, 
Race and Vine “treets is the first step in a complete inter- 
connected signal system for the central business district of 
Philadelphia. Furthermore, the completion of the Race and Vine 
Street signals will insure a smootn, steady flow of vehicles to 
and from the Delaware River Bridge and eliminate the hazards that 
have existed - where the important north and south streets cross 
these two arteries. The inter-connection of the Parkway signals 
will make possible the use of morning and afternoon resets to take 
eare of the peak load of traffic which occurs at those periods and 
amounts to about seven times the normal movenent for the same peria 
of time. The completion of the traffic signals on North Broad 
Street will give Philadelphia probably one of the longest, continu- 
ous, flexible progressive signal systems in the world — extending 
from Broad and Jackson Streets in the south to Broad Street and Oak 
Lane Avenue on the north, a distance of eight and one-half (84) 
miles with eighty-four (84) signalized intersections. 
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
